We saw 
two plays — Kagamiyama, a story 
of a court lady who was humiliated 
by a wicked rival, who beat her with 
a slipper. She then committed suicide 
to save her honor. Then the faithful 
maid, who revenged herself on the 
evil one and slippered her to death.
